RAILROAD REBATE LEGISLATION 


T 


H1-7 question of government control of corporations 


engaged In interstate commerce has reached a point 


where, in «plte of the protestations of the railroad com- 
panies against federal Interference in private business, 
a settlement canot be much longer delayed. 


Foiled in ills attempt to force some remedial legisla- 


tion through the recent congress. President Roosevelt has 
called a special session for this fall, the purpose of which 
will be the enactment of some legislation which will pre- 
vent the present system of extortion Imposed by the trusts 
nnd heavy shippers on the small dealers and the public 
by means of private car lines and rebates. 


During the interim a special committee of the senate 


will meet and formulate u measure which It Is hoped will 
be fair alike to the shipper and the railroads. The seat 
of the trouble has been positively located In the private 
car lines owned by the live big packing houses and which 
are described by Charles Edward Russell In Everybody's 
Magazine as the "yellow bandits of commerce." Until 
quite recently It was not generally known, or at least 
fully realized, what the inauguration of these refrigera- 
tor curs really meant to the producer and consumer. To 
the average citizen who noticed their number Is signified 
nothing save the perfection of a system of distribution 
whereby the perishable products of the various sections 
could be quickly and safely transported to market. But 
a closer study of the question discloses the fact that 
they have been made the Instrument for robbing both pro- 
ducer and consumer, the former by compelling him to sell 
his product at a ruinous figure to the trust nnd the latter 
by compelling him to pay for his necessaries whatever 
price the trust may Impose. 
By the absolute control of 


this vast amount of freight traffic and the power to de- 
flect It to whatever railroad lines they choose the beef tru^t 
has terrorized the railroad companies Into the most hu- 
miliating concessions. 
One exaction after another has 


been made by these commercial bandits until they have 
forced the railroads to pay them one cent for every mile 
they haul these cars, to collect whatever Icing charges 
they may see fit to make and turn over the plunder to the 
combination. 
Not only this, but the railroad companies 


nre not permitted to use any other cars save those of the 
trust without paying this tribute. By means of these ex- 
actions they have made themselves absolute masters -»f 
the food supply of the nation and may fix prices as they 
please without regard to supply and demand. 


Forced by their masters the railroad companies are oo- 


Jectlng to government Interference, weakly claiming that 


1*. Is a matter which the companies can settle among them- 
selves by uniting against the common enemy, fixing sched- 
ules and providing against secret re-bates and special priv- 
ileges. 


President Roost-volt fully alive to the situation, has de- 


termined that congress shall take some action and propos- 
es to llx the responsibility either for failure or success 
upon the legislative branch of the government. 


Senator Newlamls is a member of the committee that 


will draw up a m»>asur»> to present to the special session.

And It Is not until we look around us and realize the 


phenomenal fortunes that have been builded within the 
short space of a few decades that we are forced to admit 
that something is wrong with a system under which one 
man can amass a fortune of a hundred million of dollars 
In the short space of ten or twenty years. It Is beyond 
reason that such a sum can be honestly earned In a life- 
time by honest means and It naturally follows that such a 
condition can only arise where one man or set of rr<en are 
the recipients of favors not accorded the many.

families will own or control the entire wealth of the coun- 
try and establish a system of vassalage before which the 
powers of the feudal barons of the mediaeval period shrink 
Into Insignificance.

HE} following dispatch, under date of March 26th was 


sent out by the Interior department to the heads 


of the various reclamation departments where government 
works are now being constructed: 


"Registers and receivers of the United States land of- 


ftlces in Arizona, California. Colorado, Idaho, Kansas, 
Montana, Nebraska, New Mexico.' North Dakota, Utah, 
Washington, and Wyoming have been Instructed by the 
commissioner of the general land office to notify all per- 
sons who have heretofore entered or who may hereafter 
enter, any lands which have been segregated under th« 
provisions of the reclamation act, that the leasing of such 
lands or portions thereof to other persons who have been 
or are conducting the business of selling alcoholic liquors 
on said lands, principally to employes engaged on govern- 
ment works, either by themselves or others, will be 
deemed sufficient cause for cancellation of the entries em- 
bracing lands so used or occupied. 


The land officers nre further directed to give the widest 


possible publicity to the fact that such use of any lands 
withdrawn under this act, whether such lands have been 
entered or are unentered, will be prevented by process of 
ejectment, by injunction or otherwise. 


Those Instructions have been called forth by the de- 


plorable conditions existing In Nevada, where the govern- 
ment works employs several thousand men. Homestead- 
ers have leased portions of their lands to persons engagod 
In the liquor business and murder and robbery have been 
rampant In consequence."
